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NOTICE: How to Follow State Agency Rulemaking in the State Register

The Sate Register is the official source, and only complete listing, for all state agency rulemaking in its various stages. State agencies
are required to publish notice of their rulemaking action in the Sate Register. Published every Monday, the Sate Register makes it easy to
follow and participate in the important rulemaking process. Approximately 80 state agencies have the authority to issue rules. Each agency
is assigned specific Minnesota Rule chapter numbers. Every odd-numbered year the Minnesota Rules are published. The current 1999
set is a 13-volume bound collection of all adopted rules in effect at the time. Supplements are published to update this set of rules. Generally
speaking, proposed and adopted exempt rules do not appear in this set because of their short-term nature, but are published in the Sate
Register.

An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public on the
subject matter of a possible rulemaking proposal under active consideration within the agency (Minnesota Statutes 8§ 14.101). It does this
by publishing a notice in the Sate Register at least 60 days before publication of a notice to adopt or a notice of hearing, or within 60 days
of the effective date of any new statutory grant of required rulemaking.

When rules are first drafted, state agencies publish them as Proposed Rules, along with a notice of hearing, or a notice of intent to
adopt rules without a hearing in the case of noncontroversial rules. This notice asks for comment on the rules as proposed. Proposed
emergency rules and withdrawn proposed rules are also published in the Sate Register. After proposed rules have gone through the comment
period, and have been rewritten into their final form, they again appear in the Sate Register as Adopted Rules. These fina adopted rules
are not printed in their entirety in the Sate Register, only the changes made since their publication as Proposed Rules. To see the full rule,
as adopted and in effect, a person simply needs two issues of the Sate Register, the issue the rule appeared in as proposed, and later as
adopted. For a more detailed description of the rulemaking process, see the most current edition of the Minnesota Guidebook to State
Agency Services.

The Sate Register features partial and cumulative listings of rules in this section on the following schedule: issues #1-13 inclusive; issues
#14-25 inclusive; issue #26 cumulative for issues #1-26; issues #27-38 inclusive; issue #39, cumulative for issues #1-39; issues #40-51
inclusive; and issues #1-52 (or 53 in some years), cumulative for issues #1-52 (or 53). An annua subject matter index for rules was
separately printed usually in August, but starting with Volume 19 now appears in the final issue of each volume.

Proposed Rules

Comments on Planned Rules or Rule Amendments. An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or Comments
on Planned Rule Amendments from the public on the subject matter of a possible rulemaking proposal under active consideration
within the agency (Minnesota Statutes 88 14.101). It does this by publishing a notice in the State Register at least 60 days before
publication of a notice to adopt or a notice of hearing, and within 60 days of the effective date of any new statutory grant of required
rulemaking.

Rules to be Adopted After a Hearing. After receiving comments and deciding to hold a public hearing on the rule, an agency
drafts its rule. It then publishes its rules with a notice of hearing. All persons wishing to make a statement must register at the hearing.
Anyone who wishes to submit written comments may do so at the hearing, or within five working days of the close of the hearing.
Administrative law judges may, during the hearing, extend the period for receiving comments up to 20 calendar days. For five business
days after the submission period the agency and interested persons may respond to any new information submitted during the written
submission period and the record then is closed. The administrative law judge prepares a report within 30 days, stating findings of fact,
conclusions and recommendations. After receiving the report, the agency decides whether to adopt, withdraw or modify the proposed
rule based on consideration of the comments made during the rule hearing procedure and the report of the administrative law judge.
The agency must wait five days after receiving the report before taking any action.

Rules to be Adopted Without a Hearing. Pursuant to Minnesota Satutes § 14.22, an agency may propose to adopt, amend,
suspend or repeal rules without first holding a public hearing. An agency must first solicit Comments on Planned Rules or
Comments on Planned Rule Amendments from the public. The agency then publishes a notice of intent to adopt rules without a
public hearing, together with the proposed rules, in the Sate Register. If, during the 30-day comment period, 25 or more persons
submit to the agency a written request for a hearing of the proposed rules, the agency must proceed under the provisions of
88 14.14-14.20, which state that if an agency decides to hold a public hearing, it must publish a notice of intent in the Sate Register.

You are also encouraged to state the reason for the request
and any changes you want made to the proposed rules.

Modifications. The proposed rules may be modified as a result of public comment. The modifications must be supported by
comments and information submitted to the agency, and the adopted rules may not be substantially different than these proposed rules
unless the procedure under part 1400.2110 has been followed. If the proposed rules affect you in any way, you are encouraged to
participate in the rulemaking process.

LABORATORY AND X-RAY FEES

The subheadings are self-explanatory. The CURRENT PROCEDURAL TERMINOLOGY CODE correspondsto the American Medical
Association’s Current Procedural Terminology (CPT) codes, which are used by most sources providing medical services. These may also
be used for easy in-agency identification of aparticular procedure. When ordering and authorizing aparticular 1aboratory or x-ray study,
however, describe the test or x-ray to be done. Do not authorize by the CPT code.

X-ray charges may be presented in two possible formats. one combinesthe technical (the x-ray, itself) and professional (the physician’s
interpretation) components when these are provided by the same facility; the other format separates the technical and professional
components when these services are provided by separate facilities.

For example: For aPA Chest X-ray, single view, one would find:

NOTICE ISHEREBY GIVEN, that the Commissioner of the Minnesota Pollution Control Agency (MPCA) proposes to reissue a
general permit governing stationary general manufacturing sources. Thereissuance of thisgeneral permit isauthorized by Minnesota Rules
7007.1100, subp. 1, which alows the MPCA to reissue a general permit if “numerous and similar stationary sources are subject to
substantially similar regulatory requirements.” The general permit appliesto new and existing sources.

The stationary sourceseligiblefor the proposed general permit are major sources as defined in Minnesota Rules 7007.0200. Thegeneral
permit also covers sources required to obtain permits by Minnesota Rules 7007.0250.

The proposed genera permit contains federally enforceable conditions to limit the Potential-to-Emit (PTE) of Volatile Organic
Compounds (VOC) to lessthan a12-month rolling sum of 250 tonsand all other criteriapollutantsto lessthan 100 tonseach. Thecriteria
pollutants are Particulate Matter less than 10 microns (PM, ), Carbon Monoxide (CO), Nitrogen Oxides (NO,), Sulfur Dioxide (SO,),
Lead (Pb), and Ozone (VOC). Each stationary sourceisanonmajor asdefined in 40 CFR § 52.21 Prevention of Significant Deterioration
(Minnesota Rules 7007.3000) and 40 CFR § 52.24 Nonattainment Area Review; therefore, New Source Review (NSR) requirements do not
apply.

Each stationary source eligible for the proposed general permit may include the following types of equipment and activitiesfor which
apermit isrequired by Minnesota Rules 7007.0150: spray guns, spray booths, painting/coating, degreasers, cleaning of surfaces, abrasive
blasting, acid cleaning surfaces, fuel storage, boilers, catalytic and thermal oxidizers, internal combustion engines (generators), fabricfilters,
wall filters, burnoff ovens, furnaces, space heaters, ovens, soldering, welding, brazing, engine testing, screen printing, stenciling, storage
tanks, injection molding, water wash paint booths, dip tanks, unpaved roads and parking lots, and other insignificant activities listed in
Minnesota Rules 7007.1300 or conditionally insignificant activitiesin Minnesota Rules 7008.

A stationary sourceisnot eligible for the proposed general permit, or ceasesto be eligiblefor the proposed general permit, if any of the
following aretrue:

1. The stationary source has an emission unit other than those described above.

2. The stationary source has an emission unit subject to a Standard of Performance for New Stationary Sourcesin 40 CFR pt.
60 already adopted other than 40 CFR pt. 60, subp. Dc for small boilers, and subp. Kb for liquid storage tanks

3. The stationary source is affected by a 40 CFR pt. 63 National Emission Standard for Hazardous Air Pollutants (NESHAP)
already adopted other than 40 CFR pt. 63, subp. T for halogenated solvent cleaning machines; subp. MMMM for miscel
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laneous metal parts and products; subp. ZZZZ for reciprocating internal combustion engines; and subp. DDDDD for
industrial, commercia and institutional boilers and process heaters.

4. The stationary sourceis subject to a case-by-case Maximum Achievable Control Technology (MACT) standards determina-
tion.

5. The stationary source uses painting or coating materials that contain lead.

6. The stationary source includes a type of control equipment not covered in the proposed general permit.

7. The stationary source is one of the 28 source categorieslisted in 40 CFR § 52.21(b)(1)(iii), prevention of significant
deterioration of air quality.

8. The stationary source emits at any time a 12-month rolling sum of more than 250 tons of VOCs and 100 tons of PM,, CO,
NO,, SO, and Pb.
A summary of the highest allowable PTE ratesin tpy for each stationary source described in the proposed general permit are as
follows:

As alowed by Minnesota Rules 7007.1100, subp. 5, the MPCA has developed a source-specific permit application that does not
include all the required information given in Minnesota Rules 7007.0100 to 7007.1850. The differences between the application require-
ments and this general permit application are discussed in the Technical Support Document. The MPCA has devel oped application forms
tailored to this general permit which the MPCA plansto use. The application forms and worksheets will be updated periodically, but will
continue to contain the elements discussed in the Technical Support Document needed to determine eligibility for the general permit.

The overall general permit contains each applicable requirement that could apply to eligible stationary sources. Based upon the
information in the permit application, certain geographic requirements that do not apply to a particular source's location will not be
included in the general permit issued to that source. If asourceislocated outside the Minneapolis-St. Paul Air Quality Control Region, it
will receive a general permit that does not include requirements that only apply to that region. Similarly, for sources located in the
Minneapolis-S. Paul Air Quality Control Region, requirementsthat only outside the Twin Citiesregion will not beincluded in the general
permit issue to the source. Thiswill reduce unnecessary material in the general permitsissued that could confuse a source.

The preliminary determination to issue the air emission general permit is tentative. There are four formal procedures for public
participation in the MPCA's consideration of the general permit. Interested persons may (1) submit written comments on the proposed
general permit; (2) request that the MPCA hold a public information meeting; (3) request the MPCA hold a contested case hearing; and/
or (4) submit a petition to the Commissioner requesting that the MPCA Board consider the permit matter.

The decision whether to reissue the permit and, if so, under what terms, will be presented to the MPCA Board for decisionif: (1) the
Commissioner grants the petition requesting the matter be presented to the MPCA Board; (2) an MPCA Board member requests to hear
the matter prior to thetime the Commissioner makesafinal decision on the permit; or (3) arequest for acontested case hearing is pending.
Otherwise, the Commissioner will make the decision.

Persons who submit comments or petitions to the MPCA must state (1) their interest in the permit application or the draft permit; (2)
the action they wish the MPCA to take, including specific referencesto the section of the draft permit they believe should be changed; and
(3) the reasons supporting their position, stated with sufficient specificity asto allow the MPCA to investigate the merits of the position.

Asdescribed in Minnesota Rules 7000.1800, persons who submit requests for a contested case hearing must also state the i ssues they
propose to address in a contested case hearing, the specific relief requested or resolution of the matter, and the reasons (which may bein
theform of proposed findings) supporting an MPCA decision to hold acontested case hearing. Failureto comply with these rules exactly
may resultinadenia of therequest. The decision whether to hold acontested case hearing will be made under Minnesota Rules 7000.1900.
